GOVERNMENT FINANCIERING. 


For some years past and up to tho timo 


tlio Billion Dollar Congress* maclo ap- 
propriations for subsidies, public build- 
ings and one thing or another for ntmost 
every State nortli of Mason & Dixon's 
line, 03ccptina poor Nevada, the Gov- 
ernment paid n premium of from twenty- 
five per cent, for bonds. As tlio Con- 
gressional appropriations depleted the 
Treasury and disposed of tho surplus, 
tlio bonds which mature next September, 
some of which 
wore bougltt in nt a 


premium, as stated, caunnt be redeemed, 
even at a discount, because there are no 
funds in the Treasury applicable for the 
purpose. 
Commenting upon this condi- 


tion of affairs, the Philadelphia Times, 
edited by Colonel Alexander K. McClnrc, 
the personal and political fiieiul of Abra< 
ham Lincoln, says: 


"By all tho long accepted rules of pre- 


senting the condition of tho Treasury, it 
is literally bankrupt now; bat the prac 
tically unavailable assets in banks for 
Government disbursing ngcuts, of sub- 
sidiary silver coin and the fund for de- 
faced notes are grouped as available cash 
in the Treasury statement, and by the aid 
of the forced loan from the bank-note 
tiust fund, the omission of accrued inter- 
est and striking out claims which may 
never be presented for payment, Secre- 
tary Foster pretends to have a cash bal- 
nuce of nearly fifty millions. 


"This method of financiering would 


disgrace an Ohio dry goods merchant if 
he attempted it in presenting his assets 
to his creditors; but Secretary Foster is 
so unwilling to confess that the Billion 
Congress nud the Administration have 
bankrupted the Treasury, that he at- 
tempts the most grotesque figure-work in 
the vain effort to deceive the people. 


"The 
plain truth is that the Billion 


Congress and Hie Administration have 
scattered a surplus of over one hundred 
millions; have forced a loan of fifty odd 
millions from a sacred trust fund; have 
increased taxes on most of the actual 
necessaries of life, aud have brought the 
National Treasury to the verge of bank- 
ruptcy. The Billion Congress did it and 
the Administration huzzaed in the pro- 
cession of profligates." 


OHIO'S RAIN MAKER. 


Frank Melbourne of Canton, Ohio, 


claims to be able to produce rain at will 
by aitilicial means. 
On several occa- 


sions he has given notice from a week to 
ten days in advance that rain would fall 
on a certain day, and his predictions 
have been verified seven times out of 
eight, the failure having been caused, it 
is alleged, by reason of a broken ma- 
chine. What the machine is ho takes 
care to conceal from the public. He has 
written to the Government concerning 
his invention, by means of which he 
claims to bo able to cause rain to fall 
over an area of 250,000 square miles at 
any time he may desire without regard 
to the climate. Tho Agricultural De- 
partment has replied to his communica- 
tion, requesting him, as a starting point, 
to prove what he claims. 
So far Mel- 


bourne has not yet furnished this proof, 
though a Dr. Raedall, of Canton, corrob- 
orates his assertions. 


It seems incredible that by means of a 


machine, said to be used in a building, 
rain can be caused to fall at any time 
and it may bo tliat tho fulfillment of 
Melbourne's predictions are merely coin 
cidences. 
If the rain resulted from 


other thin natural causes, Melbourne 
ought to have no difficulty in establish- 
ing the fact, if not in Ohio, certainly in 
the arid regions of tho West, which he 
can reach by rain in a few days. 


Congress appropriated several thou- 


sand dollars for (he purpose of making 
experiments in artificial rain making. 
If there beany proof that rain fell at the 
tima indicated by Melbourne, it would 
not be unreasonable to expend a part of 
that appropriation in testing his ability 
to produce rain at will. He may, how- 
ever, be only a crank or a confidence 
man, and his so-called invention of no 
more practical value than the Keely 
motor. 


The American Glucose Company of 


Buffalo, New York, has followed the i>\- 
ftinple of the United Stairs Government 
at the Carson Mint and made a reduction 
of ten per cent, in the wages of employes. 
It is not stated whether the glucose busi- 
ness is as profitable to the company as 
the coinage of silver at Carson hns buen 
to the Government. Henceforth when a 
corporation cuts tho wages of em^lo.yea 
ten per cent., it etui point to this "great 
and glorious" Administration as having 
set the example, and that in a business 
on which it made a proll1-, of thirty cents 
on every dollar coined.

A Revolutionary Attempt'

BABCSLONA, 
August 3.—Great excite- 


ment was caused in this city last night by 
what was for a time believed to be a revo- 
lutionary movement on the port of the 
Bepnblioan party, but which subsequently 
was believed to be a desperate attempt 
upon the part of certain speculators on 
the Bourse to bting about o decline in the 
prices of securities dealt in upon the Ex- 
change. A band of fifteen men, armed 
with rifles and revolvers, cautiously ap- 
proached the Government building and 
attempted to surprise the guards, it being 
their intention to force their way into the 
barracks. 


The sentries discovered the approach of 


the men and ordered them to halt. The 
men made a rash upon the sentries, trust- 
ing that in the confusion which would 
follow that they oould force their way into 
the barracks. As they ran toward the 
sentries they delivered a volley from their 
weapons and some o! the guards fell to the 
ground wounded. 
The other sentries, 


however, answered the volley with a f uai- 
lade from their rifles. For a short time a 
regular battle waa fought and a Dumber on 
both sides were wounded. Meantime offi- 
cers stationed at the barracks summoned 
the troops to arms and in a very shoit 
time the attacking party was surrounded, 
resistance being useless, and the whole 
parly was placed under arrest. They will 
be tried by oourtmartial and the chances 
aru they will be shot. 


The persons arrested are Federal Repub- 


licans, which justified the belief that the 
affair was a gennine revolutionary attempt 
on the part of the Republicans.

rigbtfaraesB of polygamy, bat of the legal 
impossibility of its being practiced at pres- 
ent in the United States or Great Britain, 
also they must not go to America if they 
don't intend to obey the law and abstain 
from polygamous marriages.

Which is estimated to contain about 20,000 
acres of fertile land. 
There are several 


natural reservoirs in this valley, where the 
rains and melting snows in tbe Spring 
form lakes. 
These lake beds at this sea- 


son ot the year are. covered with rank veg- 
etation, which gives them the appearance 
of alfalfa meadows from tbe cars. This 
furnishes excellent feed for stock, and is 
said to be relished by cattle in the late 
Summer and Fall. JLess than one thou- 
sand acres of the twenty thousand ia the 
valley are now under cultivation, but as the 
dry lakes show the productiveness of tbe 
soil, and \vter can be conveyed to the val- 
ley from Btreams in the mountains, it is 
only a question of time until the whole 
valley will be under cultivation. 
From 


this valley the road runs a few miles 
through a rolling country into 


LONG -VALLEI. 


This valley is about thirty miles long, 


and varies in width from a few hundred 
yards to several miles. To the west, where 
the road enters the valley, some fine 
ranches are seen. 
Pardy's Station, for- 


merly Schooling's Switch, is also at this 
point. There are immense piled of lumber 
here, aggregating one and a half million 
feet, belonging to the Reno Mill and Lum- 
ber Company awaiting shipment to Reno. 
This lumber was from the forests which 
cover the Sierra Nevada to its base at this 
point. 
Tbe lumber is for shipment to 


Reno, about twenty-eight miles distant by 
rail. Coursing through the valley, which 
narrows almost to a canyon at places, the 
road runs by Evans or old Antelope, 
Dean's, Cutting's and Chat 
Robert's 


ranches to 


BECEWITH PASS, 


Here, at the celebrated gap through tbe 


Sierra Nevada, known as Beokwitb Pass, 
is Chat Station, so-oaUed in honor of the 
noted pioneer, Chat Roberts. The pass is 
said by surveyors to be the lowest in tbe 
great Sierra Nevada range. 
From this 


point a narrow gauge road was laid out 
through the pass to take supplies from tbe 
N. C. O. to tbe inexhaustible sugar pine 
forests and iron mines of Bierra and 
Plamas counties, California. Thirty miles 
ot this road was graded, and thirteen miles 
of it completed, but in consequence of liti- 
gation it has practically been abandoned. 
Sierra Valley is reached through this pass, 
and the farmers bring the articles which 
they produce for export to Chat, whence 
they are shipped to Reno by the N. C. O. 
Last year ovor three hundred tons of bat- 
ter was billed at this station for Reno mer- 
chants. 


FINE FABU8. 


Proceeding north the valley widens . On 


the west tbe Sierra Nevada, covered from 
base to summit with pine timber, rises 
gradually. 
On the east another range 


bounds tbe valley, on which a few stunted 
junipertt struggle for existence. 
On the 


west, at the base of the Sierra Nevada, the 
valley is dotted with farm bousas, and 
fields of golden groin now ready for the 
reaper please the eye, while east of the 
road tbe ^everlasting sagebrush covers the 
plain and disputes with the stunted juni- 
pers the right to the mountain which 
bounds the valley on that side. Among 
the thrifty ranches in this section are Rem- 
ington's, Forsytbe's, Miller's, McNamara's, 
Farley's, Ross', J. M. Rhodes' Rowland's, 
MoEissick's, Doyle's, Steinberger's, Ferris' 
and M. Rhodes'. On some of these ranches 
there are over two thousand acres of land 
under cultivation, and thousands of tons 
ol hay are produced in tbe valley, besides 
large quantities ot grain. 
In 1890 there 


were ninety-tour carloads— 910 tons — of 
apples shipped by the N. C. O. from the 
orchards in this and Honey Lake Valleys 
(o Reno, thence as far east as Ogden, west 
to San Francisco, and south to Eeeter on 
the Carson & Colorado Railroad. 


The springs, heated in Nature's laboratory, 
have great medicinal properties, which, 
when generally known, will make Amadee 
a great health-seeking resort. 
Some years 


ago tbe Pierson family took refuge behind 
some rooks formed on the plain by the 
minerals held in solaiion by the waters of 
the springs and were mercilessly murdered 
by the Indians, who were then on the war- 
path. 


HONEY LAKE, 


This lake, which at present is within 


two miles of Amadee, is aboat twenty 
miles long and from six to eight miles 
wide. The early settlers say it derived its 
name from honey dew, which coated the 
willows and tnles along its shores, and 
which the Indians gathered and used as 
eogar. It is fed by Susan rirer and other 
streams from the adjacent mountains, and 
like the lakes of Nevada, has no outlet. 
In early days, when the summit of the 
Sierra Nevada was generally considered 
tbe eastern boundary line of California, 
not only Honey Lake, but nearly all of 
what is now known as Lassen county, was 
known as Lake county, Nevada, and was 
represented in the Nevada Legislature by 
Isaac Roop, who was Provisional Governor 
of Nevada Territory when it seceded from 
Utah, of which it was originally a part. 


ARTESIAN WATER. 


Within a mile and a half of Amadee, on 


the sagebrush-covered plain, Dr. T. H. 
Grindley of San Francisco, who owns a 
large tract of this desert, has just com- 
pleted an artesian well. Flowing water 
was struck at a depth of 254 feat. At 
about 30 inches from the surface of the 
plain tbe discharge from this well is about 
four miners' inches, though it was vari- 
ously estimated by expert8,who endeavored 
to measure it at from 3% to 8 inches. The 
temperature of the water is 78 degrees, 
tn the short time since its completion the 
water, notwithstanding the excessive evap- 
oration at this season, has spread over a 
large area, proving conclusively that it 
does not require much water to thoroughly 
saturate the sotl. Another well is being 
sank about two miles from the flowing 
one, and doubtless many others will be 
sank in the valley should the experiment 
of using the water for irrigation prove a 
success. 


QUEAT [POSSIBILITIES. 


North of the present terminus of tbe N. 


C. O. there are largj settlements, Susan- 
ville, the county seat of Lassen county, is 
26 miles in that direction, and Surprise 
Valley, in which Fort Bidwell is situated, 
is still further 
away toward Oregon. 


There are also the towns of Eagle ville, 
Beiber, Cedarville and Altnras. On the 
west side ot the lake are Milford and north 
of it Janesville, both centers of prosperous 
farming communities. Doubtless the road 
will be extended north to Oregon at some 
future time, but for the present the termi- 
nus is at Amadee. 


HOSPITABLY TREATED, 


The officers of the road are E. J. Oest 


General Superintendent, J, M, Fulton 
Master of Transportation, Frank Lewis 
Accountant, A. J. Chalmers Chief Engi- 
neer. The train on which tbe party rode 
to Amadee was run by Engineer Smith and 
Conductor Taylor, and a vote of thanks 
was unanimously tendered the whole man* 
agemeot for the courteous and hospitable 
manner in which they treated their'gnests 
on the trip, and tbe hope was expressed 
that the various resources of tbe country 
may be speedily developed so that the N. 
0. O. will have to run a dozen trains a day 
to accommodate its patrons. 


The trip north was made in 3 hours and 


10 minutes and tbe return trip in 3 hours.

north in an air line through Long Valley 
to Honey Lake Valley, one in reality being 
a continuation of the other, to Amadee, 
the present terminus of tbe line. At this 
place, which is on an almost level plain, 
there are several boiling springs within a 
few hundred yards of each other. The 
water as it boils out of the earth has a 
temperature of 205 degrees Fahreioheit, 
which is as high as heat will raise the 
temperature of water at that altitude.

Mrs. Stanford did not^ go 
down. The monument is the gift of Mrs/ 
Stanford, as a tribute to the memory ol 
Father' Junipero Serra, the founder of 
the* California missions. It nas been 
erected" on a hill near the oRwooden 
cross that marks the presuraed^pot 
•where the padre first landed. The.mon- 
nment is of granite, and .represents 
Father Serra standing by the prow of a 
small boat, from which he has apparent- 
ly just landed. 
, . , * • 
Father Serra was born in the island ol 


Majorca, Nov. 24, 1713, and was'edu- 
cated in the school of the Franciscan 
Fathers at San Bernardino, where even 
at an early age he was remarkable for 
his piety and zeal in all religious duties. 
He took high rank as a scholar, and all 
the honors and dignities of the church 
were open to him, but ho preferred the 
life of a missionary, and in 1749 he set 
sail for Mexico. In that country he 
spent many years, partly as a teacher in 
a Franciscan college and partly in mis- 
sionary work, but in 1767 his great op- 
portunity came, and he was sent out to 
establish those missions which began the 
civilization of California. 
For fourteen years he carried on these 


apostolic labors with tireless energy. He 
died at Monterey, Aug. 28, 1784.—San 
Francisco Bulletin,
